talked to Park Armstrong oa this matter who was pleased that 
the DCI had raised this issae and thoaght that DCI night well 
bring the aatter ap at the OCB. After some discassioa it was 
agreed that DCI would discuss this problea with General 
Canine prior to taking any action with respect to raising it 
at an OCB meeting* 


k) Referred to the weekend developaents in Poland and 
noted that at the special IAC meeting which was called, our 
reporting had been fairlj good but that there were few, if 
any, contributions from anyone else* He expressed the desire 
to see the last weekly paper showing how much reporting we 
had done on Poland and also wanted to look over previous 
National Intelligence Estimates on Poland* Hr* Amory under- 
took to furnish these to DCI* ACTION: DD/I 


Mr* Kirkpatrick: 

Stated that he had in his possession 153 questions 
which had been sent over by the Budget Bureau requesting us 
to furnish replies* In Mr* Kirkpatrick's opinion only about 
50% of these questions are of legitimate interest to the 
Budget Bureau* He noted that the President’s Board is 
asking many of the same questions and that some of these 
queries are matters within the province of the National 
Security Council* After some discussion it was agreed that 
where the Bureau of the Budget makes inquiries on matters 
which are definitely outside of our purview, we should 
merely refer them to the appropriate government component 
for reply* DCI also indicated that he might have a general 
discussion with Mr* Brundage on this subject some time* 
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
